14. (Currently Amended) A program storage device readable by a 
machine, tangibly embodying a program of instructions executable by the 
machine to perform method steps for recovering data in a communications 
system, the method steps comprising: 

demodulating a transmission signal; 

limiting a voltage range of the demodulated signal to a predetermined 
voltage range using a level controller wherein the level controller excludes 
voltage levels outside a voltage range that includes sampling points of the 
svnchronous signals, the sampling points being used in recovering the original 
data: 

tracking signal patterns of the demodulated signal to generate a plurality 
of corresponding synchronous signals and lock signals; 
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selectively activating the lock signal based on a detected phase variation 
of the demodulated signal from the level controller to select one of the 
synchronous signals; and 

recovering data from the demodulated signal using the selected 
synchronous signal.
